highway 173 rendered at a 
meeting of I ho owners of the 
properly involved in the

between Antioch ami Chan- 
pel hike today. Thus in all 
probability the proposed 
plan will he a realization. 

Land owners' objections to 
the original right-of-way, 
designated a road A, boine; 
laid out in almost a straight 
line for the greater part of 
its length resulted in the 
slate being compelled In of- 
fer an alternate. The so-call- 
ed road It, which was then 
submitted, is the one which 
was considered by property 
owners along the planned 
route today. 
New Road Follows Dirt Roat 

As indicated by the plan, 
mail B will follow the pres- 
ent dirt rn:n! between Anli- 
«cli and the lake as nearly as 
is practical, the curves being 
lengthened for safety and 
the right-of-way being wid- 
ened for the same purpose.

PETTY 

DEFEATS 

SIMPSON 

April 10, 1930 

Principal William C. Petty 
of Antioch was Hie victor 
over T. Arthur -Simpson for 
the Republican nomination 
for county superintendent of 
schools by approximately 
2.500 votes, according to un- 
officlnl returns in Tuesday's 
primary election. Victory for 
the local man was the occa- 
sion for much jubilation on 
the pari of those who had 
worked for the candidate for 
many weeks. 

Factors in Race 

With a handicap of about 
300 voles to overcome, ac- 
cording to the figures in the 
race eight years ago when 
Miss Alice Smith came near 
defeating the veteran office- 
holder, Simpson, Mr. Petty 
actively began his campaign 
six weeks ago. His first step 
was to renounce Wilbur 
Glenn Vollva's flat earth 
theory, declaring lie bad no 
intention of seeking the aid 
of the Zionist leader who Is 
reckoned as a great help to 
lliose seeking elective office. 
The candidate's announce- 
ment proved to he a strong 
bid for the vote of the anil- 
Voliva clement in the north- 
eastern part of the county. 
Organizing their o w n votes 
into what proved to be strong 
support for Petty, Zion inde- 
pendents worked not only in 
their own township, hut they 
were influential in swinging 
support to the candidate 
from other parts of the coun- 
ty. With the task of figura- 
tively thumbing his nose at 
the Zion leader of his pro- 
gram, Pelly and his advisors 



caught beneath Ids hilling 
house and so severely crush- 
ed that death resulted in a 
few hours. Five ribs were 
broken and crushed inward 
causing a puncture of the 
lung, which was given as l he 
immediate cause of death. 

Shannon's home was west 
of Channel lake, alongside 
the road running north and 
south just west of the lake. 
It was a small structure of 
some two or three rooms. So 
severe was the force of the 
blast that struck it tfial It was 
entirely destroyed, lumber 
and furniture from it being 
scattered for several hun- 
dreds of yards east of It.

The cottage of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph ltcnkel was pick- 
ed up and thrown down at a 
distance of 150 feet from llto 
foundation with such force 
that it was dashed to pieces, 
Mr. and Mrs. llenkel wcro 



both In the house when tho 
storm broke. They were 
rushed to the hospital at 
Waukegan whore Mr. Henkcl 
died on Tuesday evening. 
The more seriously injured 
of the two, he had a piece 
of board driven Into his 
chest by tho impact of the 
falling house and sustained 
several broken ribs besides 
other Injuries. One of the 
broken ribs pierced a lung, 
and from the first no hopes 
were hold for his recovery. 
Mrs. Henkcl, although suf- 
fering from several broken 
ribs and bruised and shaken 
by the Impact of the storm, 
Is thought lo have escaped 
without fatal injuries.

Mr. and Mrs. Henkcl had 
gono upstairs on the ap- 
proach of the storm lo close 
the windows, and so quickly 
did tho storm come up that 
they were caught part way 
down the stairs in the stair- 
way when the force of tho 
tornado hit the house.

Stores, homes, garages, 
barns, trees and all manner 
of small buildings wcro

Renders $4,000 Verdict 

Estate of William Barnstable 
Wins Suit Against Soo Line 



MAY 26, 1910 

The jury which heard the 
ease of the estate of W, C. 
Barnstable vs. the Sot* Line 
Rail Road, the old Wisconsin 
Central, last week brought in 
a verdict in favor - of the 
ages to the amount of $4,000. 

As will be remembered 
Mr. Barnstable met liis death 
in a most horrible manner, 
on the avening of April 22, 
1910, while crossing the Soo 
line track near his home In 
Lake Villa, by being backed 
down upon by a north bound 
freight just after he had 
stepped aside to let a south 
bound freight pass" by. Mrs, 
Barnstable who was with him 
at the time narrowly escaped 
meeting the same fate. 

A suit for damages to the 
amount of ten thousand dol- 
lars was brought by Mrs. 
Barnstable through Attorney 
White of Waukesha, executor 
of the estate. The hearing 
was set for last week and oc- 
cupied the greater part of 



two days, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, and resulted in the 
jury allowing the sum of four 
thousand dollars. 

The case has attracted 
considerable attention and 
was of wide spread interest 
on account of the prominence 
of (he parlies involved, and 
its progress as well as its out- 
come has been watched with 
keen interest by the people 
of this vicinity, 

L. It. Rogers, of this place, 
an eye witness of the fatality 
was one of the chief witness- 
es at the trial, and J. C. 
James, also of Antioch, was 
also called upon to testify in 
the capacity of official weath- 
er recorder. Both of these 
gentlemen together w i t h 
many other witnesses were 
present at the trial both days. 

The verdict is considered 
by the attorneys as a fair one 
and it is not likely that an 
appeal will he taken.

Sweeps Over The Business 
Portion of Antioch Village 



November 26, 1903 
Sunday morning at about 
n quarter past two. tlic clang- 
ing of the fire bell awoke 
from slumber many of t lie 
residents of this village who, 
after hastily donning attire; 
rushed nut to find the room 
in the (iitik-y building occu- 
pied by Win. Hn nneman as a 
barber shop sheathed in 
flames and just breaking 
through the window on the 
North side of the building 
adjoining that owned by Geo. 
E. Webb and separated from 
it by a narrow driveway. 
From the barber shop the 
flames rapidly spread to the 
rooms occupied by Henry 
Ik- nn ;n i as a saloon and be- 
fore any considerable crowd 
had collected the entire 
building w a s enveloped in 
flame. 

The building occupied by 
Webb & Hoy Ian and Thayer 
& Vickers to the North and 
the vacant blacksmith shop 
and residence of N. Peterson 
on the South were soon in

ed away in the fiery flood. 
The Sibley building where 
the fire originated was a two 
story [rame structure, cov- 
ered with sheet iron, the low- 
er rooms of which were oc- 
cupied by a saloon and bar- 
ber shop, while the upper 
roms wore vacant. The Webb 
building to the North and the 
building owned by the Misses 
Hattlc and Anna Ames was a 
parly building two stories 
high, t h c lower room and 
basement of the Webb build- 
ing being occupied by Webb 
& Boylan as a clothing, hard- 
ware and grocery store, ihc 
upper floor being occupied 
by the Woodmen, Itoyal 
Neighbors and Court of Hon- 
or as a lodge room. The low- 
er floor and basement of the 
Ames' building was occupied 
by Thayer & Viekers with a 
stock of general merchandise, 
the rear portion of the upper 
floor being occupied by C. A. 
Beswick as a photograph gal- 
lery. Tills building was also 
a frame structure covered 
with sheet iron and (o litis 
fact in a great measure, and 
Hie untiring work of the fire 
department and citizens, all 
of whom worked like beav- 
ers, the building owned by 
L. B. Griee, immediately 
North, was saved and the fire 
checked In that direction. 

South of Ihc Sibley build- 
ing the vacant blacksmith 
sltop and residence of N. 
Peterson stood, which were 
soon wiped out, and here the 
fire was again cheeked after 
it had partially destroyed the 
blacksmith shop of Aneus 
Peterson. Fortunately, at the 
time only a light breeze was 
blowing and to this Tact, in a 
great measure, the safety of 
the entire town depended. 

The fire Is supposed to 
have had its origin from the 
explosion of a hard coal stove 
in llanncman's barber shop, 
as Ihc first Intimation of it 
arose from Dr. Worrlnger, 
who was sleeping in his of- 
fice across the street, being 
awakened by an explosion of 
some kind and thus alarming 
the sleeping citizens. The 
theory of an explosion is 
bourn out by the fact that 
pieces of Ihc stove were scat- 
tered in all directions among 



the debris, while other stoves 
in th csamc and adjoining 
buildings, collapsed in a pllo 
among the ruins. 

The estimated property 
loss will aggregate between 
835,000 and $40,000, the loss- 
es being about as follows: 

Webb & Boylan, stock and 
fixtures, $10,000: Thayer & 
Vickers, stock and fixtures, 
$9,000: C, . Beswick, $1,200; 
Wm. I Ian noma ii, $1,000; Hen- 
ry Herman, $3,000; Chas.

Peterson, on buildings, $1,- 
500; reus Peterson, damage 
on building, $200; Woodmen, 
Royal Neighbors and Court of 
Honor, on lodge furnishings 
and fixtures, $1,000. In addi- 
tion to this Ihc plate glass 
front of Williams Bros, store 
and that in the Emmons 
building across the street, 
were badly broken, 

Considerable ol the stock 
of Webb & Boylan and that of 
Thayer & Vickers was saved, 
while that of all the others 
hi the buildings destroyed 



was entirely lost. 

Owing to an exceeding high 
rale of Insurance, none of the 
property was insured for 
over one-half Its value, while 
most of it hod Jess than one- 
third insurance an deonsldor- 
able of It had none at all.

Letter From Manila 



The Antioch News 

Thursday, August 10, 1699 
Manila, P. I., June 17, 1890 

J. J. Burke, 

Antioch, Illinois 

Dear Sir and friend; I lake 

pleasure in forwarding you 

a soldier's prayer composed 

by several of us boys in my 

company, as follows; 
THE SOt.DlER'5 PRAYER 

Our rather who art in Wash- 
Ion, Sammy he thy name. 

Thy will be done in the 4lh 
Infantry as in the other 
regiments. 

Give us this day our rations 
of hard-tack, sowbelly, cof- 
fee, beans and bacon, 

And forgive all our officers 
as we will not forgive 
them; 

Lead us not into Cuba, but 
deliver us from the Span- 
iards. 

For thine is Cuba, Porto 
Rico and ihc Philippines 
Forever and ever, Anion. 

We thank thee today Uncle 
Sam that thou hasl brought 
us to this land of mosrml- 
toes and bamboo jungles; 

That we may become good 
soldiers of the TJ. S. com- 
pelling us to sit up until 11 
o'clock and then go out in 
the rain to answer roll call. 

And Oh, Uncle Sam, we thank 
thee that thou hast not sent 
us to Cuba, 

But sent us hero to this fever 
stricken country, 

For the purpose of improv- 
ing the land for the most 
important real estate spec- 
ulators of your domain. 

Wo thank Ihco most heartily, 
Uncle Sam,

Thou knowest that they were 
the only square meals wo 
have had since we became 
thy humble servants. 

And Oh, Uncle, thou knowest 
that if we arc discharged, 

And thou sitouidst need us 
again, 

Thou knowest that we will 
again be ready to go at 
your first call for aid. 

And thou knowest that we 
arc all good citizens of thy 
most noble country, 

Even though titc many gover- 
nors of your states would 
not give us a chance to vote 
for fear they would not be 
elected; 

And we would ask thee to 
look after our quartermas- 
ter, 

And sec that he glvcth us all 
that thou alio west us, 

That we may be able to drill 
like good soldiers, 

And will ask thee to to issue 
us a few candles, 

That we may not be com- 
pelled to buy them our- 
selves, » 

Or wander around camp in 
Ihc darkness, 

If thou wilt kindly grant us 
these favors, 

We will remember (he Maine 
forever and ever again.

Antioch is justly proud or 
its Rescue Squad. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
was the first of its kind In 
the state, and later on the 
men who made up thai first 
squad helped other Rescue 
Squads in the area in organ- 
izing. 

"It may he a frantic call 
for first aid at an automo- 
bile accident, or a cry for 
help from victims of a cap- 
sized boat. It may be the 
excited plea for an inhalalor 
to revive a heart attack case, 
or a request for help ut a 
fire, an electrical accident, 
poisoning, or gas suffoca- 
tion." 

"But whatever It is and 
wherever it is, the Antioch 
Rescue Squad is ready, ever 
willing and efficiently able' 
to respond. 

So read the Chicago Sun- 
day Tribune of September 12, 
1043. The squad had only 
been organized for three 
years when Eileen Burke of 
the Tribune wrote her fea- 
ture story on the Antioch 
Rescue Squad. The squad 
had answered 270 calls at 
that date. 

The launching of the squad 
was faced with many prob- 
lems. No one could question 
the need for such an organi- 
zation in the Chain O' Lakes 
region, but how would it be 
financed? Equipment was 
needed and men, who would 
work without pay, would 
have to be recruited and 
trained. 

Credit for the idea and the 
original hard work out of 
which grew Antioch's volun- 
teer rescue squad goes to 
Captain Herman Holbck and 
two other charter members 
ot the group, Herman Bos 
ing and Laurel Powlcs. These 
men had been members of 
the Antioch fire department, 
and had become Interested 
in the need for a rescue 
squad. 

They mado trips to Ken- 
sha, Wisconsin, to study 
special first aid courses, and 
after a number of trips, 
were able to start off on their 
own. 

After selecting and (rain- 
ing the "Tight kind" of vol- 
unteers, a truck and equip- 
ment had to be secured, Tho 
slogan became, "Never mind, 
we'll get it," and they did, 
through benefit dances, aid 
drives in the community, and 
in many Instances, "chipping 
In," the group finally gath- 
ered enough to purchase the 
needed truck. 

Piece by piece the squad 
gradually acquired Its other 
needs which ranged from 
stomach pump to a fully 
equipped physician's kit. 

And so (he rescue squad 
was on its way. The work 
was hard and the hours were 
long. The squad members, 
even though all had family 
responsibility and everyday 
jobs, were, in 1043, and arc 
now, ready to give aid 
"There is never an hour any 
time," Captain Holbck ex- 
plained, "when some mem 
bers of the squad are not on 
special watch for calls." 

The squad of 1843 had 11 
active members and 10 mem- 
bers ta reserve, Major

"In summer," as Mr. Abt 
puts It, "we're a spa without 
a peer and In Winter a bit of 
Switzerland, so far as ice 
and snow sports are con* 
cerncd." 

Hub of Lake Country 

Antioch advertises Itself as 
the hub of the lake region 
of northern Illinois. Just 
what that means is this: 

To the west Is the chain ot 
lakes comprising Channel, 
Catherine, Marie, Bluff, Pe- 
tite, Grass, Fox and Plstakec 
through which runs the Fox 
River, and along which one 
may motor-boat from the Wis- 
consin line for fifty miles. 

To the northwest and the 
south arc many other beau- 
tiful lakes, chief among them 
being Loon Lake, All these 
lakes arc spring fed and 
abound in fish. One of the 
state hatcheries 1b but a few 
miles from the chain and each 
year Its output augments the 
plscallorial colony by mil- 
lions. 

Some idea of the develop- 
ment of the Antioch district 
is had from the fact that not 
so many years ago the prop- 
erty along the lake fronts was 
all farm land.

For - 1 02ft ■■ nearly- • th roe-q uar- 
tcrs of a million dollars was 
spent In building in Antioch 
and the Lakes Region, It was 
the greatest year in the his- 
tory of the locality. 
$79,200 In Hornet 

The article, In part, roads; 

"The largest single Invest- 
ment was the new addition 
and remodeling of the Anti- 
och High School at a cost of 
$90,000 and the new building 
of the First National Bank 
and the State Bank of Anti- 
och. 

"Thirteen new residences 
have been erected in Anti- 
och during the year, repre- 
senting an investment of ap- 
proximately $60,000. Many 
remodeling jobs swelled the 
total for private homes to 
$70,200." 

Tills spring, I learned, An- 
tioch will have a resplendent 
White Way, new ornamental 
lights having been contracted 
for along the lengths of its 
busy Main st.

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of a Monday morning. Thirty- 
one thousand, six hundred 
and thirty-seven automobiles 
were counted during (ho 
forty-eight hours. 

All Linoi Represented 
Which explains why An- 
tioch Filling stations do so 
thriving a business. Tho city 
has a Shell station, with a 
large warehouse, owned by 
local; two Standard Oil sta- 
tions; one Texaco and one 
Sinclair, with three garages. 
Tho Antioch Sales and Serv- 
ice Garage, by the way, Is 
tho largest In the county, the 
building costing $125,000. 

Within a radius of 100 
miles of Antioch there live 
more than 8,000,000 people 
and It Is easy to understand 
why In the Summer, Antioch 
Is the center of a population 
or 50,000. The majority of 
them come from Chicago, but 
nl Ihc height of the season 
there arc cars with licenses 
from every slate. Antioch 
has become a national Insti- 
tution.
